After reports of alleged hazing, 
assaults and a recent alcohol-in- 
duced death, Chico State President 
Paul Zingg suspended activities of 
all fraternities and sororities associ- 
ated with the campus, effective Nov.

According to Joe Wills, director 

*of public affairs and publications, 
Vice President for Student Affairs 
Drew Calandrella named 11 inci- 
dents that were either illegal or in 
violation of Greek guidelines -in- 
cluding allegations of hazing, two 

reported assaults and alcohol viola- 
tions within the past year. 

Wills said that administration 
had reminded Greek leadership 
multiple times that there would be 
consequences resulting in changes 
to the conduct of Greek Chapters if 
serious incidents continued to occur. 

Mason Sumnicht died from alco- 
hol poisoning eleven days after his 
21st birthday, when he had gone out

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CSULB Greek organizations raise 
more than $120,000 for charities 


The money is 
donated to multiple 
philathropies.

When it comes to Greek Life, many 
people might think of loud noise and 
partying — not 23,000 hours of com- 
munity service. 

However, the Greek organizations 
at Cal State Long Beach volunteered 
a total of 23,000 hours for local and 
national organizations this year, rais- 


ing $128,000 for various philanthro- 


pies. 

The donations went to local and na- 
tional charities, according to Assistant 
Director of Student Life and Develop- 


ment Caitlin Roberts. 

“Over $17,000 of it went-to the 
philanthropy that all of Greek Life 
supports, and that’s One Heartland,” 
Roberts said. “They provide sum- 
mer camp experience for kids who 
have medical issues and otherwise 
wouldn’t be able to go to a normal 
summer camp.” 

The remaining amount that Greek 
organizations raised went to other phi- 
lanthropies they support, such as St. 
Jude Health Hospital. 

Charities involving children tend 
to get the most aid, according to 
Roberts. The Greek organizations 
also support women’s heart health 
and helping people with disabilities 
through donations and volunteer 
work, Roberts said. 

In the last five years, CSULB Greek 
organizations have given more than 
$100,000 to One Heartland, according 
to Roberts. 

“We've seen it [the donations] 


steadily increase over the last seven 
years,” Roberts said. 

Greek organizations’ volunteer ser- 
vice hours are reported through the 
program Standards of Excellence ev- 
ery year, Roberts said. The top two 
Greek organizations for community 
service are Alpha Phi and Kappa Psi 
Epsilon. The two sororities combined 
have served more than 6,400 hours 
from fall 2011 to fall 2012, according 
to Roberts. : 

“People don’t realize how much we 
give back to our community,” Jaime 
Varela, an ASI senator representing 


Greek Life and president of Pi Kappa 


Phi, said. 
Junior theater arts major and mem- 
ber of Zeta Phi Rho Israel Powe said 


the donations and volunteer work of © 


the Greek organizations. are a reflec- 
tion of the Greek Life mission. 

“Being a good example is what it 
should be all about ... everyone should 
give back,” Powe said. ,

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For now, Greeks at Chico State are required to cease activities. 
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with friends to celebrate. The suspen- 
sion was announced on the day of his 
death, Noy. 15. According to Wills, 
Sumnicht was a Sigma Pi pledge. 

Wills said the suspension has drawn 
both negative and positive feedback. 

. “Greek members and parents of 
members [are] upset [that] events and 
activities will be canceled, and feel like 
some chapters are being punished un- 
fairly,” Wills said. 

Despite some opposition, Wills 
said that Zingg reported that he has re- 
ceiyed overwhelmingly positive feed- 
back from suspending fraternity and 
sorority activities, especially after ad- 
ministration explained why they had to 
resort to such drastic measures. 

Wills said that members of the Greek 
system have been thanking administra- 
tion, as they said they recognized that 
they could not police themselves and 
the Greek system was not headed in the 


’ ideal direction. * 


Wills said that administration will 
continue to work with these groups, 
and if chapters embrace reform, they 
will be eligible for reinstatement in the 
spring semester. 

He said the social organizations 
will receive new guidelines at the be- 
ginning of the spring semester. In the 
meantime, they are required to cease 
activities and cover or remove their’ 
-letters from their chapter houses. Al- 
though Chico - State administration 
does not have the authority enforce 
these guidelines, Wills said that groups 
that ignore the university’s suspension 
are sending a message that they do not 
wish to be reinstated. 

“All of us are firm in the convic- 
tion that we are acting in our students’ 
best interests, for the quality of their 
education and their health and safety as 
well,” Wills said. 


Malcom McLemore, the coordinator 

for Student Life and Leadership at Chi- 
co State, said they are currently work- 
ing with the university’s executive staff 
to formulate a process of evaluating 
Greek life. 
“We feel it was a course that the 
university felt was needed to reassess 
where Greek life at. CSU Chico is,” 
McLemore said. 


While officials at Chico‘State said 


the-suspension was a necessary action, 
some students at Cal State Long Beach 
said they feel the suspension was rash. 

“T think [the suspension is] a knee- 
jerk reaction to preserve a positive 
image of Chico, but it’s unfair to ban 
[activity] from everybody,’ Brandon 
Cosio, a junior business management 
major at CSULB, said. 

Cosio said that he feels that the peo- 
ple involved in the destructive activi- 
ties are the issue, not the Greek organi- 
zations themselves. 

Will Phelps, a senior comparative 
world literature major, said he thinks. 


that the particular measure taken is ex- _ 


treme, but something should be done to 
decrease alcohol abuse. 

“There are a lot of Greek activities 
which are not revolved around alcohol 
whatsoever,” Phelps said. “It’s almost 
like by that action, it’s completely ig- 
noring all the good that the Greek sys- 
tem does.” 

Caitlin Roberts, assistant to student 
life and development at CSULB, said 
she thinks it is sad that the particular 
incident has had such a poor reflection 
on the Greek community as a whole. 

She said some students have worked 
to change the reputation over the past 
few years, as Zingg has spoken with 
chapters multiple times about the im- 
mediate need for change. 

“The community theré has been 
warned that they need to be straight- 
ened up,” Roberts said. “They needed a 
wake-up call, and unfortunately that’s 


what it was.”

While out on the court, Richardson 


said the Maniacs influence the game 
from start to finish. 

“[When the Maniacs] cheer us on, 
opponents get intimidated and even 
miss free throws,” Richardson said. 

Richardson credits the Maniacs for 
helping the basketball team win games 
last season against UC Santa Barbara 
and Cal State Fullerton. 

Todd Greenbaum, a sports manage- 
ment graduate student and marketing 
assistant in charge of the Maniacs, 
said the goal for this year is to reach 
1,500 student sign-ups for the Maniacs. 
Rockwell is one Maniac leader helping 


with outreach. 


Rockwell first joined.the Maniacs in 
her freshman year and became more 
involved with the group last year. She 
said there are currently 1,000 students 


who have signed up and that the Ma- 


niacs want .to go to other Long Beach 
State sports teams’ games to cheer 
them on too.

father’s death by buying a dog while 
Craven tried to hold on to the memory 
of his father. 

“This project [‘Unarmed Robbery’] 
is the first of many to come,” Craven 
said.

stopped and ticketed in between the 
Center for Business Administration 
building and the Horn Center while 
trying to leave campus. The reason- 
ing was heavy pedestrian traffic, ac- 
cording to the citation. 

“I felt like they were waiting for 
people to go by, like a speed trap,” 
Jarvis said. “I asked him if the policy 
changed because I was in complete 
control of what I was doing. He said 
it was because of heavy pedestrian 
traffic. There couldn’t have been 
more than ‘five people around.” 

University Police have been in- 
creasing the amount of stops, warn- 
ings and tickets given this semester. 
From September 2011 to September 
2012, there were a total of 35 tick- 
ets issued and 238 people stopped 
for skateboarding. In less than three 
months, this semester has seen 14 
tickets issued and a total of 126 peo- 
ple stopped for skateboarding, ac- 
cording to Brown. 

Students like Jarvis believe the 
discretion given by officers seems in- 
consistent and unpredictable. 

“I haven't seen a single sign,” 
Jarvis said. “You can’t just pick and 


Early this Septembér Jarvis. was - 


choose who to ticket, it’s not fair. It 
allows discrimination against stu- 
dents.” 

Other students, like senior busi- 
ness marketing major Daniel Zim- 
merman, said that skateboarding 
is just as. safe as any other form of 
transportation. 

“It’s a convenient mode of trans- 
portation, just like bicycles or scoot- 
ers,” Zimmerman said. “I’ve seen 
more people walk into poles while 
‘texting than I’ve seen crash on skate- 
boards.” 

Senior kinesiology major Anthony 
Ballez said he thinks there should be 
a program to license skateboarders 
who take a safety course. 

“That way it would at least be clear 
who is in the wrong,” Ballez said. 
“People aren’t just going to stop skat- 
ing, so why ticket people who are be- 
ing safe?” 

Skateboarding has become so 
common that when the Student Rec- 
reation and Wellness Center opened 
in 2010 it put a skateboard rack out- 
side. 

“It was news to me when I got 
stopped,” Ballez said. “I had never 
seen a sign then, and J [still] haven’t 
seen one.” : : 

The signs prohibiting skateboard- 
ing can usually be found attached to 
larger traffic signs.

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Long Beach State left out 
of NCAA tournament 
for first time in 26 years 


Injuries hurt the 49ers’ 
chances of extending 
the 25-year-long streak.

For the first time in a quarter-centu- 
ry, the Long Beach State women’s vol- 
leyball team will find its name missing 
from the NCAA tournament bracket. 

Despite winning its last seven match- 
es, The Beach (18-11, 13-5 Big West 
Conference) found out Sunday that it 
would not be making its 26th straight 
trip to the big dance. 

Big West champion No. 8 Hawaii is 
the conference’s only representative in 
the tournament. 

Before a pair of weekend road wins 
against UC Santa Barbara and Cal Poly, 
LBSU head coach Brian Gimmillaro 
said the team was just hoping to give 
the NCAA selection something to think 
about when choosing which schools 
would receive at-large bids. 

“The goal is to continue to improve, 
play as hard as we can, fight together 
and see what'll happen. We want to put 


it in the hands of the committee,” he 
said Wednesday. “Everybody’s worked 
so hard and improved so much.” 


The seven-match win streak and a ~ 


home loss against Hawaii that gained 
national notoriety for its status as one 
of the better collégiate matches of the 
year certainly kept The Beach in con- 
tention for a postseason berth. Unfor- 
tunately for the 49ers, neither of the 
feats were enough to earn a spot in the 
64-team field. 

The ‘Niners finished the season sec- 
ond in the Big West despite enduring a 
myriad of injuries. The team was forced 
to continuously experiment with new 
lineups down the stretch. __ 

Outside hitter Janisa Johnson round- 
ed out her LBSU career with nine dou- 
ble-doubles over her last 10 matches 
and was just one kill shy of making it a 
ten in a row in the season finale. 

The senior was a three-year starter 
and became just the third player in team 
history to record 900 career kills and 
1,100 digs. She led The Beach in kills 
(342) and digs (433) this season. 

LBSU’s only other’senior is Libby 
Fontanilla, who took over as starting 
libero midway through the season to 
accommodate the lineup changes. She 
played a key role in many matches with 
her ability to serve consistently and de- 
liver aces in late-match situations. 


“You cheer for [Johnson and Fon- 
tanilla] for different reasons, but you 
cheer for both of them,” Gimmillaro 
‘said. “Libby’s everything we’d want in 
a player and Janisa’s the same. They’re 
hard working kids. They don’t draw at- 
tention to themselves except with their 
play and their hard work in school.” 

The Beach will look to begin a new 
streak next season behind the return of 
middle blocker Haleigh- Hampton, who 
missed the entire 2012 campaign after 
shoulder surgery. She was considered 
one the best middle blockers in the na- 
tion after her breakout sophomore sea- 
son last year. 

The 49ers will also retain the ser- 
vices of outside hitter Delainey Aigner- 
Swesey, who missed the final 10 match- 
es of the season due to a broken finger 
on her hitting hand. 

- Gimmillaro will now shift his focus 
to sand volleyball. LBSU will begin its 
campaign to return to the NCAA cham- 
pidnship match this spring.
